As 
explained in the telephonic interview of 06/05/03, the claim language is interpreted broadly and limitations are construed in the general 
manner known in the art. The claim limitation, "a sidewall spacer located over at least one sidewall of the trench distal the channel 
region" can be interpreted many ways. First of all, "a sidewall spacer" in this art usually refers to a "gate sidewall spacer." Second, 
"located over" is interpreted to mean a height differential, rather than one layer covering another. Third, "distal the channel region," 
without any other mention to a distance relationship in the claim is a relative term. "Distal" could be 20 angstroms, 20 nanometers, 20 
microns, etc. The Final Rejection mailed 04/10/03 stands.. 
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
